OF LIFE ON SEA 


Reperts Show More Deaths Last Year 
Than Ever Before. 


INSPECTOR MAKES REPORT 


The Portland Disaster Caused the 
Large Death Increase. 


FORTY-FIGHT ACCIDENTS OCCURRED 


In All 404 Lives Were Lost During 
the Year as Result of Accidents 
to Steam Vessels. 


Washington, September 7.—The annual 
report of General Dumont, the supervis- 
ing inspector general of steamboat in- 


spection, shows that the total number | 


of accidents to steam vessels during the 
year was forty-eight, 
were from fire, thirteen from collisions, 
eight breaking steam pipes, two explo- 
sions and eighteen from snags, wrecks 
and sinking. 

The loss of life was 44, an increase 
over the previous year of 123. Of this 
number the cause of death in 86 cases 
was accidental drowning, 213 from wrecks, 
etc., 13 from fire, 31 from collisions, 24 
from explosions or accidental escape of 
steam and 37 from miscellaneous causes. 
Of the whole 158 were passengers and 216 
belonged to crews of vessels. 

The increase in the loss of 
year over the year 1897 was due to the loss 
of the steamer Portlar™® off the Massa- 
chusetts coast during a gale on the 
night of November 27, 1898, where every 
soul on board, 127, perished. 

In view of the fact that some of the 
maritime nations charge fees for the in- 
spection of steam vessels belonging ito 
other nations, the advisability is sug- 
gested of amending section 4400 of the 
revised stautes to provide foreign pas- 
cenger steamers inspected in the United 
State shall be charged the same fees 
that the nation to which such vessels 
belong would charge American steam 
vessels if engaged in trade with such 
nationality. giving the secretary of the

Governor Candler Pas received in the 
Past few weeks a large number of let- 
ters from every part of the country com- 
menting upon the position which he, as 
Sovernor of Georgia, has recently taken 
On the race problem. 

These communications have come from 
nearly every state in the union and frum 
Persons of widely varying thought und 
Sentiment. In spite of this fact the large 
majority of them congratulate the gover- 
nor on his position and agree with him 
in general that should the northern poli- 
ticlan leave the colored man of the south 
at peace the race problem would settle 
itself and quickly disappear. 

Of ail the letters bearing on this topic 
that have reached Governor Candler none 
has been more appreciated by him than 
& communication received yesterday from 
an eX-slave, John H. Williamson, of 
North Carolina, who for sixteen years 
served Franklin county, of that state, in 
the legislature. 

Williamson writes with the greatest de- 
votion of his old master and mistress 
and speaks of thelr death as of a@ per- 
sonal loss, 

He reminds the negroes of the south 
that their only true friends are to be 
found in the democratic party and ob- 
serves with accurate knowledge that the 
republican party never in its history fa- 
vored the abolition of slavery—that had 
the people of Lincoln’s day accepted his 
advice slavery would be found today as 
it was before the war.

At a meeting of the executive commit- 
tee of the State Fair Association held in 
the rooms of the Atlanta Business Men’s 
League yesterday morning, Captain John 
Miller said that the presence of Mr. Bryan 
would prove a big drawing card and sug- 
gested that he be invited to come to the 
city during the last week of the fair. 

The suggestion met with hearty ap- 
proval, and after some discussion on the 
subject Chairman J. Pope Brown instruct- 
ed Secretary Martin to telegraph Mr. Bry- 
an and inform him of the action of the 
committee, at the same time ascertain- 
ing what date would be most satisfac- 
tory to him. Late yesterday afternoon 
Secretary Martin complied with these in- 
structions, and an answer is momentarily 
looked for. It .is considered more than 
probable that Mr. Bryan will want fully 
$200 for a lecture or address, but this 
amount the fair committee is prepared to 
pay, as they realize that he would draw 
the largest crowd of the fair.

BADLY SMASHED 


Hottest September Weather for Atlanta 


in the Past Twenty Years. 


96 RECORDED YESTERDAY 


| 


Only One Time Was This Point Ever | 


Reached Here. 


Atlanta Is 49 Points Ahead of Nor- 
mal, and Indications Are These 
Figures Will Be Passed. 


The hot weather records for the month 
of September amassed during the past 
twenty-five years in Atlanta were yester- 
day broken; and the indications, as told 
by the weather man, polnt to the smash- 
ing of those made then before the pres- 
ent scorching hot spell has passed before 
the judges and finished its run. 

The present spurt it has taken fs al- 
most unprecedented, and before the tape 
is crossed, and cooler weather starts in 
pursuit, several hot days will cause dis- 


comfort, and a terrifying new record be 


established. 


With the exception ofthe 18th day of | 
September, 1896, never in the past twenty | 
years has the thermometer on any Sep- | 


tember day reached the point it did yes- 
terday. At 2 o’clock the instrument in 
the United States observatory registered 
96, which startling figure is unprecedented 
except on the day mentioned, when it 
registered 97, the record for Atlanta. 

Only a few times during the past twen- 
ty years has as high a point as 95 been 
reached, and 9%6—never. Once or twice 
it has registered 95 and a small fraction— 
avery small fraction at Yhat. But these 
times have been few and far between. 
It is expected that today the record of 
97 will be passed, and a new one left to 
stare In the face of all Septembers sched- 
uled for the future. 

But it is in the average normal temper- 
ature that September distanced all pre- 
vious records, and established figures that 
make one wish for ice houses and electric 
fans. The normal for this month is al- 
ready 49 degrees above the point it should 
be, or on an average of 8 degrees per day 
more than previous records allot to us. 
On the 5th it was 12 degrees above tHe 


normal. The average was 86, while 74 is 
all that is allowed the city for this 
month. 

Ten Years’ Records. 


The records for the few days this month 
show the following startling figures as the 
stopping places of the little, zigzagging 
needle that registers the goings and com- 
ings of the t'@e:rmometer: 

September Ist, 89; September 2d, 89; Sep- 
tember 3d, 90; September 4th, 92; Septem- 
ber 5th, 94; September 6th, 98.
